3 • The radio installation, an area of from 1,500 to 2.. 000 acres 
was covered with wooden masts arranged in squares of l6o feet,. 

In the center of each square there was a "royal" mast, 1J0 
feet high, the individual royal masts being connected with 
one another„ Each royal mast was surrounded by an antenna 
system and all antenna systems were interconnected by two ring 
cables which terminated in the two station buildings,. Each 
station building, 50 x 80 feet, was thrse-stor ied„ The antenna 
wire was twisted of copper and light metal strands. The radio 
station,, with about 120 p ersonnel , including 25 to 30 women,, 
has been in operation since .'/lay 1 9 49 > 

4*. The barracks buildings consisted of a four or five-story main 
building, 100 x 250 feet, with basement, and two three-story 
officers’ buildings, each 50 x 100 feet^ Since January 1949 
the barracks buildings have been occupied by an NCO signal 
communication school of about 50 to 60 officers aid 1,000 EM, 

The officers wore yellow, blue, red, and black service color?, 
the NCOs pale yellow or pale blue (not definitely known
